Hospice Volunteer Training 

SPEARFISH, SD - Hospice of the Northern Hills is 
hosting a three-day hospice volunteer training course 
Wednesday through Friday, April 29 through May 1. The 
sessions, from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., will take place at 
Spearfish Chamber of Commerce, on April 29 -30, and at 
the Spearfish Holiday Inn Hotel & Convention Center on 
May 1. The course is free and open to the public, with no 
obligation to volunteer after training. Volunteers must 
attend all three days. Hospice is a special kind of caring 
for terminally ill people. Volunteers have a very 
important role and are considered the "heart" of Hospice. 
Volunteering for hospice does not require specific 
medical skills or a background in working with the 
terminally ill. Topics covered in the three-day course will 
include: Understanding the Dying Process, Patient Care, 
Bereavement, Cultural Diversity, Dealing with Stress, 
Spiritual Care, and much more. Speakers will include 
nurses who will explain pain control and how to make 
the patient more comfortable, a social worker to address 
advance directives, physical therapists to demonstrate 
use of proper body mechanics when assisting someone 
who is ill, and funeral directors to discuss helping 
families make final arrangements. Pre-registration is 
required for the course.
